In January, 1930, Mrs. Frederick 


Kcltncr, of New York, decided lo 
print a IribJte to her {lusband on 
his fiftieth birthday. Kettner, born 
in Austria but now a citizen of our 
country, is the guru, or teacher, of 
a relatively new ism called biosp- 
phy.

The announcement of this defiance 
is political propaganda, published 
in the July issue of the Pattern 
Makers' Journal, and the cost of 
the Journal is paid by the mem- 
bers through their dues. 


This is a very good union, as 
unions go, composed of aristocrats 
of a skilled trade and conducted 
generally in their interests- rather 
than for the solo personal benefit 
of any boss. For their money, the
